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JUDGE JONES, the master of the Ar 
kansas grange, writes back from New 
England to encourage his neighbors to 
start cotton mills, such facts as thee: 

Five hundred pounds of raw cotton, 
simply put into buuch yarns, is worth 
$100 more. Manufacturers te!l us that 
about one-half of this increised value is 
net profit, Ten mills in Lowell, with 
their boasted water-power, use 5€9,000 
tons of coal per annum, worth $8.50 per 
ton—in Litt'e Rock, I believe, it is worth 
$3.50. Labor, land, living, everything, 
as dearer bere than with us. 

I have told the manufacturers of New 
England we could no longer grow cotton 
for their mills at the prices which have 
ruled in late years; that it would buas- 
rupt our people; that we would have to 
manufacture all we could, and get nearer 
to them with the balance; that our co'- 
tou passed through the hands of too many 
commision merchants between us and 
them. The:2 towns are full of cotton 
brokers. I have made the acquaintance 
of many of them. They say they have 
never received a bale by direct consign. 
ment from the grower. Of course manu- 
facturers are still further from us, They 
admit that this is wrong, and say they 
are ready to unite with the patrons ol 
husbandry in their efforts to reduce the 
number of worthle*s links in the chain 
betwcen us. I say worthless bccause 
they add nothing to the value of the pro- 
duct by handling it; on the contrary, by 
its many samplings, weighing, ctc., 
(which all planters know the meaning 
of), our bales are considerably lesscnea 
in weight when they reach the factory.

Tus Savannah cotton exchange em- 
braces in its July report one hundred 
and fifteen replies from sixty-seven Geor- 
gia counties. These replics relate to the 
crop as it stood down to the 15th inst. 
The general! tenor indicates that the con 
dition of the crop is very favorable, ai d 
that it is clean and well-fruited, except 
in some localities where rain is needed. 
Out of the 153 replies as to the character 
ofthe weather, 119 say ‘‘favorable and 
more so;” 29 “too dry,” 4 “too wet,” 
and 1 ‘‘not so favorable.” Tiree-fourths 
of the replies report a season more fa- 
vorable for cotton than its predecessor.

GOLD AND SILVER, 


Some very interesting statistics rela- 
ting the world’s supply of the precious 
metals have recently appeared from Ger- 
man sources. It is stated in one of the 
recent German articles, that in the three 
and a half centuries whichjpreceded the 
discovery of gold in California, the pro 
duct of silver was thirty-two times great- 
er in weight and twice greater in value 
than that of gold. From 1849 to the end 
of 1873 more gold was raised than during 
the preceeding 350 years. The total 
weight of both products from 1500 to 
the close of 1873 issetdown at 382,000,- 
000 pounds—gold, 18,500,000 pounds; 
silver, 364,000,000 pounds. The value 
of the silveris stated at $7,875,000,000, 
and of the gold at $6,450,000,- 
000; total 14,325,000,000. The 
wear and tear of coin is estimated at fif- 
teen millions a year, bat cven with such 
an allowance the greater part of these 
immense aggregates .remain unac- 
counted for. It has gone—no one 
knows where. 


The excessive production of siver be- 


gins to excite considerable speculation as 
to its use as astandard of value. In the 
first half of the sixteenth century an 
ounce of gold would buy 11.25 ounces of 
silver; itwillmow buy 16.54 ounces of 
the white metal. This leads the nations 
that are preparing to resume specie pay- | 
ments to hesitate in adopting so variable 
an article as a standard of value. It 
has no stability. It may fall rapidly. 
Two or three more bonanzas would cre- 
ate a panic in the stuff, and then the na- 
tions that had issued silver coin would 
have to “resume” again on a different 
and better basis. 


There are a good many ‘rag money” 
countries just at present. In fact, the 
best and most powerful countries of the 
earth are getting along very comfortably 
with only a ragcurrency. There is the 
Land of the Free, &c., and Russia, and 
France, Germany, and Austria, and 
Italy; an aps others. Russiais so 
satisfied with paper money that ehe is 
making no effort to change. Germany 
is trying toresume, but on a gold basis; 
while in Austria a silver standard of val- 
ue is favored. France and Italy will 
probably adopt the old double standard, 
if they adopt any at all. 

The day for resuming in this country 
isnamed, but whether the 14th day of 
January, 1879, will find us in a condition 
to resume or not is a problematical ques- 
tion, It is certain that we can 


ment should undertake to displace the 
forty-two millions of fractional currency 
with silver coin, it would. only result in 

trouble, inconvenience and needless tax- 
ation; for the silver would quickly go 
out of the country, unless the paper dol 

lar can be maintained at or near the 
value of the silver dollar, which is clear- 
ly impossible for sometime to come. 
Any such effort would deprive us of a 
convenient currency, would burthen 
the people with nearly three million 
more of taxes, and would probably pro- 
duce a serious stringency in the money, 
market. The resumption law has, thus 
far, only produced feverishness and a 
want of confidence that are detrimental 
to the results desired. Its repeal is 
more than probab’e.

The article which we copy below is 
from the A1LANTA CONSTITUTION of 
Monday evening. It shows the increas- 
ing interest in the proposition to extend 
the above named road to Atlanta. That 
it would be highly beneficial bot to that 
city and Columtus, and would greatly 
accommodate a large and valuable trade 
along its lime, there can be no doubt. 
We believe, too, that the extension 
would make it a payingroad. The local 
travel would undoubtedly be large and 
steady, the people all along the line re- 
sorting to one of its termini for their 
heavy trading. It would also greatly 
shorten the distance and the expense of 
much through travel and transportation 
of produce. But the importance of the 
road to the two Cities and to the country 
through which it would pass.is too evi.

It 
must be sold at some period not probably 
far distant, and a purchase at that time 
is the first step necessary to its extension 
or control. Wecan still see no other 
plan likely to prevent its falling into the 
hands of speculators or of parties having
